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| What Sort of Farm Plan? 


On Monday President Harry Truman 
asked the Congress to enact the Brannan 
Farm Plan. 

With this we cannot agree, but we do 
find, on examining the President’s pro- 
posals, that many of them make sense. 

The Brannan Plan, as it has been pre- 
sented, is not acceptable. It would place 
all agriculture under strict control for all 
time, and would make of agriculture one 
vast bureaucracy. It is true agriculture 
has almost become that now. But this is 
because of the many bureaus, overlapping 
authority, the jealousy of existing author- 
ity, and the hodge-podge of laws which 
have grown up and permit such inequities 
as the potato price support, ‘presently the 
most notorious feature of the farm laws. 

The Brannan Plan’s chief virtue is that 
it would cause surpluses to be consumed 
and not destroyed. We do not see why a 
comprehensive farm plan cannot be 
worked out. Admittedly the task is a Her- 
culean one, as the Augean stables pf agri- 


cultural legislation assuredly present a 


mighty problem for those looking toward 
the cleansing thereof. But, it not only can 
be done, it must be done. 


We agree with Mr. Truman that addi- 


tional “makeshift” legislation will serve . 


merely to worsen the situation. We like 
particularly his suggestion that any legis- 
lation give “ample leeway” to local com- 
mitteemen elected by farmers so they may 
“alleviate inequities” among their neigh- 
bors and make-adjustments for local con- 
ditions. That sort of legislation has worked 
well in other fields and is a vital one to 
any farm bill which seeks to lay down an 
over-all law for so vast a territory as the 


United States aid for so varied an agri- 


culture as ours. 


As usual, we will obtain a compromise 
and from our viewpoint that is what we 
need. The Brannan Plan, per se, won’t do. 
Nor will the crazy-quilt pattern of legis- 
lation now in existence.

sen. McCarthy's Magnificent Fizzle 


WASHINGTON—tThe best evidence of how the Senate now regards the smear campaign being 
conducted by Sen. Joe McCarthy, Republican, of Wisconsin, against the State Department is to be 
found in the small attendance on the floor when he delivered his last tirade on the subject. 


Despite the fact that the speech was widely 
touted beforehand, with a promise of producing 
sensational evidence that would back up his 
charges about Communist infiltration in the De- 
partment, only about a third of the Senate came 
in to hear him. Several others, mostly Repub- 
licans, drifted in during the first hour of his 
long harangue, but the performance must have 
been found wearing. Before he had finished, 
only a handful remained. Even the galleries, 
which had been packed at the start from the 
advance advertising, thinned out markedly near 
the end. . 


McCarthy had served notice of his inten- 


ator was reading as evidence. Why read only 
part of it, he asked?

oday there is a city of 250,000 poly- 
glot persons, each feeling, “This is my country.” 
Its streets by day are busy with an almost impossible traffic. By 
day its sidewalks swarm with people. There is a family in almost 
every room in this country and at night they go out on the streets 
and to cafes. 

There is something of Vienna here. Many former cafe operators 
of the Austrian capital are here. 
cafes, large and small, with their sidewalk chairs and tables. 


The people are fascinating to watch. There is no racial 

type, no uniformity, no generalization to be made save 
the crowds appear young. One hears many languages. One sees all 
sorts of faces, but all—or almost all—have a look of belonging. 
One wonder what sort of cultute will emerge here and what sort 
of person will come from the melting pot into which so much 
human material is being thrown. 

There are touches of America. There are ice cream cones and 
peanuts. But the old man selling the peanuts along the streets 
and beside the movie houses also sells sunflower and melon seeds. 
There are signs of the East, Middle Europe and the West. But the 
old Palestinian aristocracy of 10 years ago already is submerged. 
This is a workers’ country and it will become more so. It is semi- 
Socialist but, unless a world crisis in trade and commerce comes, 
it will never become completely socialized. The spirit of enter- 
prise is strong and will endure. 


P 6 t In the Cafe Hesse in Jerusalem, I talked with Gershon 
rop e Agron, editor of the influential English-language Pal- 
estine Post. He is an ex-copy reader from the Philadelphia Bulle- 
tin who came here more than 20 years ago. He now is Minister of 
Information in the new Government. He also is a legend in the 
Middle East, shrewd, smart, informed, courageous. 

“There are four strata in Israel,” he said. “There are the young 
ones who were born here and who fought in the war. They are 
called ‘Salra’ from the cactus plant of that name and are the 
children of persons who came here from other countries. During 
‘the war’ they flew planes, fought in the infantry and in partisan 
raids. Before that they were among the resistance groups oppos- 
ing the mandate government. They grew up with Hebrew as their 
language. They have never questioned their belonging. This 
land is theirs. They have a dream about it. It is they who will 
be the core about which the culture of the future will grow. 

“We have, too, the intellectuals from foreign lands, the schol- 
ars, teachers and professionals. 
cling to their old languages, German, English or French. There 
is next the immigrant groups and the DPs. There is fourthly the 
remnant of medievalism and the Orient, including both their ig- 
norant ones and their scholars. These are Yemenites, Persians, 
Kurds and Algerians. 

“The first three classes will fuse in the years ahead, and they 
will create the new type, the néw culture. The children of. the 
latter will develop with the first three. Schools modernize minds.” 


R li . There is here a religious problem, as there inevitably 
e 1gion had to be. The orthodox and the religious scholars, 
who sit all day studying the Talmud, annually have less influence. 
They are strongest in Jerusalem where most of them are congre- 
gated. Their influence is least in Haifa. But, in both Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem they have managed thus far to prevent buses running 
during the daylight hours of the Sabbath. Tel Aviv, and perhaps 
the entire nation, is soon to break away from that because of the 
shortage of personal transport and because only the private car 
owner can move about. Social demands break down religious 
strictures. In America; Sunday movies came and baseball, because 
the average person, with no car and no recreation, demanded it 
and had a right to it. It is the same here. There will not be a 
religious state set up here. It will always have a deeply religious 
core, but the strict orthodoxy is disappearing as surely as the 
bearded, skull-capped, patriarchal rabbis and the calf-like ones 
with the traditional four long curls, from the small, self-imposed 
ghettos of Jerusalem. 

“The future will take care of that,” say leaders, as they 
watch the young Yemenites, but a few weeks in the country, cut 
off their curls and adopt modern ways. 


America, 
COPie §= which never managed to get the Palestine problem in 
perspective and cannot get this new Israel’ (and the latter is diffi- 
cult) must keep in mind it is a Jewish State.. The cities, save for 
a few Arabic ohes, are Jewish.

When the curse of Babel was placed upon the 
children of men, so they talked in many different 
tongues, the nations were left so vulnerable to 
misunderstanding that confusion is not only probable but practi- 
cally inevitable. From confusion come antagonism and hatreds 


and wars. | 
Of course I do not know how much of the present day distrust 


between Russia and the nations of the West is due to misunder- 


standing, because I have no knowledge whatsoever of the Russian 
language. It seems to me, however, at least possible that mye of 
the trouble between the two countries must be due to the diffi 
culty—probably impossibility—of translating the exact meaning of 
a thought, or a phrase, from one language to another. 


I have been told that, to those who write, speak and think in 
English, Russian is one of the most difficult languages to learn and 
to understand. It is at least possible that part of our difficulty in 
understanding the Russian mind, as expressed in the statements of 
the Russian government, springs from the difficulty of transferring 
the exact shade of meaning from one language to the other. 

It is, even, sometimes difficult to

guage understand the thought you try to express in the written 
word, Myself, I have, more than once, found meaning imputed 
to something I have written which were completely absent from 
my mind at the time_of writing. When this is true between writer 
and readers of the same tongue, how more true it is apt to be 
when the mind of an interpreter has to intervene. 

I have'‘read, too, that in some diplomatic exchanges it has been 
necessary for the Russian first to be translated into French before 
it can be translated a second time into English.

Unit System and Courts 


Editor Constitution: Recently you carried a 
letter from Mr. Albert Saye, Professor of Political 
Science at the University of Georgia, at Athens, 
in which he deplored the legal attack now being 
made in the Federal courts on Georgia’s county 
unit system. He says inter alia: “Undue emphasis 
upon an ill-founded suit serves only to confuse 
the public.” 


It remains for the Supreme Court to decide 
whether this suit is “ill-founded” or not. Judge 
Andrews, dissenting, thought it to be well 
founded. Many competent legal and editoriai 
minds in Georgia think it to be well founded. In 
fact, the only authority Mr. Saye seems to rely 
on to prove that it is “ill-founded” is Colgrove vs. 
Green (1946) in Llinois. But that is skating on 
thin ice, to say the least, for when one analyzes 
that case it is seen that Justice Frankfurter’s 
majority opinion was agreed to by only two other 
members of the Court, Justices Reed and Burton. 

In this regard one needs to keep in mind the 
numerous‘ times in recent years the Supreme 
Court has overruled former cases now thought to 
be wrong, one even after nearly a hundred years! 
Especially are the Texas primary cases pertinent 
here. In 1926 (Nixon vs. Herndon) and again 
in 1932 (Nixon vs. Condon) the Supreme Court 
invalidated the efforts of Texas to keep Negroes 
from voting in the primary. In 1936 (Grovey vs. 
Townsend) the Court found that Texas had suc- 
cessfully circumvented all constitutional ob- 
stacles, Negroes having been exeluded from pri- 
mary voting by rules of the Democratic State 
Convention, not acting under State authority. 
And this decision was unanimous! However, 
nothing daunted certain persons and their attor- 
neys, still convinced that Negroes were being thus 
deprived of their rights under .he Constitution, 
and believing in the right and justice of their 
cause, persisted in their appeal to the courts, and 
in 1946, in Smith vs. Allwright, the Supreme 
Court overruled the Grovey case, thus completely 
vindicating what is now called “undue emphasis 
upon an ill-founded suit.” Certainly Colgrove 
does not loom nearly so formidable as an obstacle 
to judicial jurisdiction here as Grovey did when 
Smith vs. Allwright was launched on its trip 
through the Federal courts.

The Smith representative said that, contrary to whimsical judg- 
ments, Southern girls are very much wanted on that old campus for 
their different points of view, as well as their scholarship, just 
as Northern students are’ needed in Southern schools. 

She says the suggestion that girls’ schools are isolated from life

That daring and caution are 
by no means inconsistent quali- 
ties, has been demonstrated in 
many fields of action.
